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The Cleveland Museum of Art Announces Fourth Public Forum on its 

Building Project 

“Inside the Vision” to Take Place on Nov. 19 in the Museum’s Gartner Auditorium 


CLEVELAND (Oct. 15, 2003) — The Cleveland Museum of Art announced today the fourth public forum on its 
building project, “Inside the Vision,” scheduled for Wednesday, Nov. 19, at 6:30 p.m. in the Museum’s Gartner 
Auditorium. The forum is free and open to the public. 

During the forum. Museum Director Katharine Lee Reid will share with the community highlights of what 
they can expect from an enhanced Cleveland Museum of Art. Reid noted that this fourth forum was being held in 
the Museum to afford participants an opportunity to “ visually compare the existing Museum experience with the 
new one.” The model for the new Museum will be on view Nov. 19 through Dec. 31, 2003.

During the Museum’s first forum, “The Edifice Complex” in Eeb. 2001, national arts, media and 
community leaders addressed the question “What is Art Museum Architecture?”. The Museum’s second forum, 
held in Eeb. 2002, gave the public an opportunity to meet architect Rafael Vinoly and hear his conceptual ideas for 
the Museum’s expansion and renovation. More than 1,000 guests crowded into the Ohio Theater downtown to see 
him draw his ideas on-screen as he discussed them. During the third forum, held in Eeb. 2003, guests again 
crowded into the theater to hear Vinoly and Reid as they unveiled a model of the new Museum, discussing in great 
detail how it honored the Museum’s architectural legacies — the 1916 Beaux Arts (South) Eagade and the 1971 
Breuer Building — and would enhance these architecturally significant buildings while at the same time expanding 
the museum to include much-needed space for its permanent collection galleries, exhibition space, amenities and 
programming, particularly educational programming. 

“We have now come to the end of the design development phase,” Reid notes, “and it is time to have the 
community advance with us in focusing not merely on the physical aspects of the Museum-bricks and mortar, but 
now more importantly on the experience of the new museum.”
